Affent, and Confenty and, Subfeription, wold 
be an Allowance ard Approbation of that Affertion, that Bifhops, 
Priefts, and Deacons, ave three-Diftinit Orders inthe Church, by Di- 
vine Appointment. HereMr. Hvadly obferves, that: the Words, 
by Divine Appointment, are an Addition made by, Mr. Calamy ; 
And then he proceeds to give amore dire Anfwer to.the Ob- 
jection, As (1.) That neither Affent, and Confent, nor Sub. 
fcription oblige them, to agree to every individual Sentence in 
the Prefaces and Rubricks belonging .to the.

So that 
according to this Account, the Oath of Canonical Obedience, 
extends only to the Injun@tions of .a particular Bifhop, and that 
in things Lawful and Honeft, «f which Lawfulnefs and Honefty 
the Miniftcr is to be judges» After this our.Author ‘in the Laft 
Place, inquires into and. aafwers the Reafons urged by. the Dif- 
fenters why this Oath cannot be complied with by them. ©:

ANY and Various have the Accounts been of thofe ux. 
“Vi happy and troublefome Times, every one Writing ac. 
cording as Humovr, Intereft and Party inclin'd him: Sothat ' 
the Truth of things were obfcured by falfe Gloffes put upon 
them by Men of a different Kidney from one another. But 
it is reafonable to fuppofe, that the Hiftory. written by the Ho- 
riourable the late Earl of Clarendon, will in a great Meafure 
tend to the Reniéval of thofe Obfcurities, and to rhe fetting 
the TranfaGions of thofe days ina full and clear Light. 

The Author of thefé” Memoirs has endeavoured to do as 
much with refpee to ‘the Affairs of Scotland in particular, giv- 
= a faithful “Account by what Steps, upon what Motives, 
and. by what Inftruments the Differences between King Charies 
the Firft ‘and his ‘Scorrif’Subje&s‘rofe fo high, as to come st 
laft to an open Rupture, and pav’'d a Way whereby the bef 
of Princes was in the Iffue barbaroufly brought to the Block. 
The Bifhop was very well qualified for fuch an undertaking : 
For (as the Editor obferves) he was. not only Contemporary 
with the Tranfa@tions and Things which he relates, and fami- 
liarly and intimately acquainted with the Chief Contrivers and 
Executors of them; but was likewife a Member both of the 
General Affembly, and of the Commiflion of the Kirk, due 
ring the whole time in which they were .contriv’d and.car- 
ried on: Whereupon it muft be acknowledg’d, that he was 
Mafter of all the Means and Advantages of penetrating into 
the Secresand Myftery of them. As to the Veracity of his 
Relation, the Publifher, befides the Charaéter which the Au- 
thor bore in the Church, and the Air of Truth and Since- 
rity which fhines through the whole, tells us, That Divers, 
even thofe who had been deeply Embark’d in the Traiterous 
Confpiracies and Facts here Difcover’d aad-Related, have se 
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Their perufal of thefe Memoirs, of which there are many Co- 
pies in Manufcript), given their Teftimonies fo the Veracitv, 
Candour and Impartiality of the Author, in what he hath lefe 
behind him concerning them. Thus much if the General con- 
cerning the Charaéter and Sincerity of the Author, Let us now 
Account more particularly for the Memoirs themfelves. 

They begin with acquainting us briefly of the State of th= 
Scottifh Church, from the firft Reformation of it, to the Death 
of King James VI. At the Beginning Mr. Kwox, and the rett 
of the Minifters, together with the Lords of the Congregati- 
on founded the Government of the Church in a Moderate im- 
parity, appointing Minifters to particular Stations, and con- 
ftituting Superintendents to govern in their refpective Provin- 
ces, with a Power of Ordaining ‘Minifters, prefiding in Synods, 
and dire@ting Charch Cenfures. This Model of Church Ga- 
vernment prevailed for fome Years, but at laft was changed 
for the Epifcopal Form; which was not of long duration, be- 
ing forced to give way to the Presbyterian Difcipline, Howe- 
ver King ames foon after his fetling upon the. Englifh Throne, 
reeftablifhed the Epifcopal Government, and went on toprefs an 
Uniformity of Worthip betwixt the Churches of the two Nati- 
ons, by introducing fome Englifh Cuftoms, into .the Scortifh 
Church ; fuchas (1). The Gefture of Kneeling, to be ufed 
at the receiving the Holy Communion. (2). In the Cafe of 
Neceflity, Baptifm to be privately adminiftred. (3). Private 
Communion in. the Like Cafe. (4). Confirmation of Chil- 
dren. (5). A Religious Obfervation of the Days of our 
Bleffed Saviours Nativity, Paflion, Refurreé&tion, and Afcenfi- 
on, and of the Defcenfion of the Holy Ghoft. Thefe are com- 
monly called the Articles of Perth, being concluded in the Ge- 
neral Affembly held there 1618, and at Jaft inthe Year 1621, 
ratified by Parliament. King ‘S{ames was for carrying on Mats 
tersfarther, and would have hada Liturgy frained afterthe Mo- 
del of the Englifb, but this was not done during his Reign. 

In this pofture ftood the Affairs of the Scortifh Church, when 
King Charles 1. came to the Throne, at which time the Mini- 
fters of the Presbyterian Way fupplicated his Majefty for 
Relief, but to.no purpofe, fince he was refolved to maintain the 
Government which his Royal Father had Eftablifhed. This put 
them upon other Thoughts, and they endeavour’d to gain ovep 
Profelytes to their Caufe, which they effeQed accordingly, and 
Rrre amoug 
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among others brought certain Noble Men over.to their. Side 
which Acceflion rendred them very: Confiderable » So that 
when the King came to Seotland, in the Year. 1633, to hold his 
firft Parliament, they prefented a Petition to him, for Redrefs of 
all their Grievances, but the King would not-receive it: Sothe 
Matter dropt for that time. The Lord Balmiranoch, who 
drew up the Petition, was withia a Year called to an Account 
for it, Condemned to Dye, but received his Pardon. This 
proceeding againft Balmiranoch, and the Rifque he ran, exafpe- 
rated the party againft the Bifhops more than ever ; and among 
ether Advantages, which the Adverfaries of the Epifcoparians 
had over them, our Author tells us of thefe three; As (1.) 
Want of Harmony amongit the Biikops, by reaion that the 
Younger, who in Wifdom.and Experience were far fhort of 
the Elder, but of the Younger Bifhops, who carried them- 
felves fo loftily, that Minifters-fignified little in their Recko- 
ning. (3.)} The States Men Treachery towards the Bilhops, in 
that they who in his Majefties Abfence, fhould have fupported 
them, did nothing elfe but undermine them. 

But that which {truck at the Foundation of the Conftitution, 
and gave the fatal Blow to Epifcopacy in Scotland, was the Oc- 
cafion which the’ Bringing in of a Liturgy,.gave the, Malecon- 
tents to ery out againftit, as if Poperyand the Mais Book 
were to be introduced. For as foomas the Service Book. was 
read tu Fa. nbourexgh, *tis wellknown what Riots and Diforders 
were committed, and-how many rinfigs it caufed.in feveral 
parts of the Kingdom, where the Antiepifcoparians carried .all 
before them, prevailed with the Inhabitants of theCity of Easx- 
borough to join them, and at laft inftead: of being Supplicants 
became Covenanteers, entring into and Subfcribing the So- 
lemn League.and Covenant. Notwithftanding ail the Methods 
ufed by the King, his Commiffioner, and the Lords of the 
Council to fuppref$ thefe Commotions, yet nothing would pa- 
cify thefe Covenanters, till the Service Book, the Book ot 
Canons, the Book of Ordination, the high Commiffion, toge- 
ther with the five Articles of Perth, were all Condemned: 
And the Covenant allowed by King Fames in the Year 
1$Qo, and this they lad at preient enter’d into were decla- 
red Valid, and. Epifcepacy abjured. Nor did all thefe Con- 
Geffions, nor others waich the good Natur’d King granted 
them, ferve the Turn: For tho’ Epifeopacy was formally 

Condemned, 











































for Mobember, -r7o2, 68s 
Condemned, and the Covenant Ratified and $ubfcribcd to 
by the Commifioner, and afterwards by the King bimflf , 
tho’ they held Parliaments and- General Affemblics without 
Royal Anthority, yet ftill thefe Working Heads, and the 
Leaders of the Faétion carried their pretenfions fo High, as 
at laft to embroil-the whole Nation in a Civil, War,, and 
to rife up in Rebellion againft their Sovereign. It would 
be endlefs to follow ovr Hiftorian through the dark and 
black Scene of Afiairs of the Succeeding Years. May,a 
Veil cf Oblivion be drawn over the Calamities which en- 
fued, and over the wretched Authors of them; may they 
never be Remembred, but only to Caution us againft en- 
gaging usin any fuch unnatural War for the time to come: 
But after al] it muft be obferved, that notwithf{tanding ala 
the fair pretences of the Scotch Commiflioners, and their 
proteftations of Refpe& to the-Ring and his Perfon, yet the 
Parliament of England, would never have carried matters to 
that Extremity, as to break openly with his Majefty, and bring 
him at laft to the Scaffold, had they. not been encouraged 
and excited thereto, by the under-dealings.of -their Friends 
in Scotland. How true this Obfervation is, may among o- 
ther Writers of thefe unhappy times, be colleG@ed from Guthry’s 
Memoirs, which inform us of the many private Cabals, Con- 
ferences, and Tranfactions, which pafled between the Exg- 
lifh and the Scotch, with the Names and Characters of the 
Perfons, who managed this Private Intrigues aud Commit- 
tees. We fhall conclude this Account. with acquainting. our 
Reader, that the Memoirs being printed in their Original Na- 
tive Drefs, as penned by the Author ; there are many uncouth 
and Obfolete Scorti/s Words in them, the meaning of which 
the Editor has taken care to give us in his Marginal Notes.

Wyeth’s Appendix to the Antidote; In which, De- 
fence the Author Likewife anfwered in fome Meafire to the 
Switch, and hop’d to Have feen fome Reply to. the Defence 
before now. But being difappointed In his Expectation of 
fuch a Reply, our Author has as laft, after eighteen Months 
delay, Publith’d this fecond Defence, asa finifhing ftroke to the 
whole Controverfie between him and the Quakers. The Me- 
thod he takes in refuting the Switch, is to Anfwer it Scfion 
by Seétion, which Method he defires them to follow, who fhall 
think fit to make any Reply to this. :

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gaiteConfuted and Exposd, yet ftill make the fame, the very fame 
Arfivers. This he obferves is ali they can do, fince their. Caufé 
will not allow them todo better: sinfwer, Concludes be, they Muff; 
tho An/ver they cannot ; for they have not the Honefty to repent. 
This he fixes not upon the Generality of the Quakers, but 
on a few of their late Advocates, who tho’ Convine’d, and 
Knowing the Trath of the Charges againft them, yet.to 
keep up their Popularity mong the Quakers,. do alj they can 
to hinder them to Repent, and. to fhut their Eyes from.dif- 
covering the Truth, by the little Arts of Falfe Glof- 
fing, and Winding their Ancient Teftimouics to beara Chri- 
a Meaning.

“ We fhall therefore proceed to the third Se@tion which Dif. 
courfes concerning PerfeGtion. Smiter, it feems, begins with 
as fmooth a Defcription as it can of their Doctrine of perfeai- 
on, viz. That the Holy Spirit will lead onto perfection, thofe 
whoare obedient to it. To thisour Author replies, that no 
doubt the Holy Spirit will bripg us to fuch perfe@tion as Men are 
Capable of in this Life, which is but a Comparative, far from 
perfect Holinefs,far from perfect Knowledge. And here he gives 
us a fhort Account of thofe Texts of Scripture, upon which 
Switch builds the Quakers Notion of Abfolute Perfetion.

mean that which is born of God, which cannot Sin, for that i the 
Eleé-Seed. Upon this Anfwer our Author offers two things 
to their Confideration; (1.)

- Laitly the Switch comes to Anfwér'the Charge of ‘the 
Quakers making themf€lves Equal to’ God; ‘to be Part ‘of Hini, 
of one Soul, being ‘Perfon and Effence with bim: Which W tds 
having. Repeated as the Charge Exhibited againft them in 
the Snake, They flip over the whole Charge, only take hold 
of the Word Perfon, and fay,’ How idle and falfe 3 it in'tlc 
Snake’ to fay, we pretend to be one Perfon with God, when we 
rejett the Word Perfon as too Grofs to be applied to God, or 
Chrif?, or the Holy Spirit?

In the three next SeQtions our Author detets the Falfe 
Notions of the Quakers, concerning the. immediate Revelati- 
on, the Infallibility to which they pretend,and concerning 
the Notorious Contempt which they put upon the Holy 
Scriptures. But thefe Charges againft them being Self-Evi. ~ 
dent to all who are acquainted with their Principles and 
Practice, and being often infifted upon, and urg’d to them 
without their pela ame to offer any thing Satisfactory in 
their Defence, we thall pafs' them By, and go on to to Ac- 
count for the feventh Settion, wherein he Aecufes the Quak- 
érs of Downright Idolatry. ‘This he maintains againft them,

That the Mahometan Devifes, ‘come wp to’ the Quakers 
in their Tranfports, Joys and Extafies: as do'(4.) the Regu- 
lars in the Church of Rome, who boaft as ‘much of their Vi- 
fions, Revelations and wonderous Tranfports, As alfo (5.) 
to do all the feveral Se&s of Herefiography, and (6.) and 
laftly, all forts of the moft Vile ‘and Peftilent Enthafialts in 
all Ages; who have fet up‘and gain’d’Profelytes upon this 
very Score. 
Now to know whether our Joys: atid Contforts be’ well 
grounded or Not; the Author of thefe Papers ptopofes the 
following Marks. (1.) If (fays he) they proceed from any 
Heretical Doétrines, contrary to the Truth'of the Gofpel’ of 
Chrift ; then fuch Joy cannot come from the Sptrit of Chrift, 
but is a falfe’ Peace, and Counterfeit Joy; fent by’ the ‘Spirit 
of Delufion, to Deceiveus, and makeus réft in our Erfor.

That if 
our High Attainments (as we think) do carry us to make 
Schifms and. Divifions in the Church of Chrift, fuch Infp- 
rations cannot come from him, whatever Joy or Satisfatton 
we fiad in fo doing. (4) That the truly Humble aod De 
vout towards God, as they tender the Good and Unity of

- fa the Sixht Chapter Dr. Hyde briefly treats of the Gare which 
the Ferfians took in the preferving*of Water.and Fire,.which 
tho’ they kept from any Vile Ufe, as they did the other Ele- 
ments of Air and Earth, yet they paid noDivine Adoration 
ti them, as the Grecians.fally- Charge them‘ with. 

The Next Chapter, gives us an Accouat of the Remzn and 
Grecian Vetta. And here our Author obferves, that as there 
was by the Divine Appointment,.aConftant Fire kept upon 
the Altar inthe Termple of %erufalem,; on. which a Sacrifice 
was conftantly offered every Day, for the Sins of the People: 
So in imitation thereof the Gentiles took Care to keep up a per- 
petual Fire, Superadding this New Religious Rite to’ their 
Ancient Sabaifm, or Worhippiog of the Sun, and Planets, 
and .the-other Elements.. Suppofing it better to makeAddi- 
tiéns to. their Religion, than to retrencls in the leaft from it. 
He farther Remarks, that “among the Latines. Numa was the 
fir ft who gave the Name of Vefta to the Sacred Fire, inititu. 
ting about Seven Hundred Years before. Chrift, the Veltal 
Virgins at Rome, to whom were Committed» the Care of 
Keeping the Veftal -Fire,, “Odr Avthor likewife takes Notice, 
that the Greeks had Tong “before Niawa’s time. their td dsfesor 
which was at fit kept’ by Virgins, and afterwards by old 
Matrons paft Marriage, at Delphi, and Arbenss and that if at 
any time it happened to be-extinguifhed, it was never kindled 
again by Common Fire, but by the. Sunbeams. With thefe 
aud ‘many. other curious and uncommon Reflections is this 
Chapter filled, after which fa the Eighth, Dr. Afyde proceeds
